A specialty in the nursery, and a study in the orchard, with me. A collection embracing 
more than one hundred and seventy varieties of the Native, or American Species alone; 
supplemented by a list of Japan, and European varieties,—over three score in number;—all 
subjected to impartial orchard test, in order to determine their value by the “Gold Stan- 
dard” of “Market returns.” Conditions such as these, afford opportunity for observation, 
comparative examination, pleasing and even fascinating study of the distinctions, merits, 
and adaptability of varieties; including growth and bearing qualities of the tree, as well as 
the “make up” of the fruit itself; safer in all respects, as a basis for judgment, than the mere 
examination and sampling of specimens, produced by trees and conditions of which nothing 
is known. No variety is condemned, until such action is watranted by fair trial. No variety 
is praised beyond its merits. An unimpeded circulation of the truth on these points, must 
result in uJtimate good to fruit growers. 

Introducers of new varieties, are as a rule, honest, but not infallible. The greatest danger 
in bringing out novelties. lies in a circumscribed knowledge of what is already out. 

Planters that are well informed, are particular not only as to the selection of varieties, 
but also as to the health, genuineness and reliability of the trees they plant. Cheaptrees 
are by no means, such as cost the least money; in most instances such prove to be ruinously

A NEW AND VALUABLE NATIVE PLUM. 


THE SOPHIE. 


This isa seedling of Wildgoose, supposed to be crossed with ‘‘German , 
Prune.’’ The seed that produced it wassaved from fruit on a limb that was 
overhung and surrounded by limbs of an adjacent tree of German Prune.— 
A number of seedlings were grown from the fruit from the same limb, but 
this is the only one that showed any remarkable departure from the usual 
type. The evidences of hybridization of the two species, is shown 1st in the 
character of the wood. While the young growth of Wildgoose is exceedingly 
susceptible to injury from high winds, storms, etc., that of the Sophie, is 
tough and notably exempt from such injury. 2d. The fruit is Prune shaped. 
3d. The fiesh is remarkably firm. 4th. The seed is also, in form, like that of 
the Prune. Ithinkl oweverthatits proper classification will place it among 
the Hortulanas. Its blossoms are very distinet though and apparently dif- 
ferent from any others of that group. tt does not ripen quite as early as 
Wildgoose, but begins to ripen about tiie middle of the Wildgoose season. 


It is scarcely as bright a red as its parent, but fully as large, very differ- 
ent in form and widely different in flesh, as the Sophie is remarkably firm, 
and isa semi-cling. In 1892, concerning specimens sent to The Agricultural 
Department at Washington, D. C., Wi. A. Taylor, Assistant Pomologist— 
an efficient authority—wrote me as follows: 


August Sth, 1892. 

Your ecard of the Istinst.and the box of seedling plums were duly received. * * Today 
the specimens were tested and but one was at all decayed. 

This plum is a decided improvement on Wildgoose in size and shipping quality, being 
very firm in texture of fiesh. The leaf, form of fruit, stone and texture of flesh seem to in 
dicate that this is a true hybrid between the Wildgoose and German Prune, though the 
color of fruit and flesh are very much like Wildgoose. When fully ripe I think the quality of 
fruit is fully equal to Wildgoose. 

The shipping quality of the plums is better than any other that I have seen of the Wild- 
goose type, and should it proye productiye and reasonably hardy, I think it will prove to 
bea decided acquisition. Yours very truly,

a specimen of ‘‘Sophie”’ was included, of which the present U.S. Pomologist 
wrote as follows. 


* * The Sophie can scarcely be compared in the same class, as it is possessed of a 
~ thinner but tough skin and firmer flesh which should make it a very valuable shipper. It 
- is more the nature of a prune and from its very rich acid, though not sharp, I would 
~ deem it very valubale for cooking purposes, much more so than for a desert plum.
